Food vendors are required to comply with the health code, just like restaurants, and they are inspected and ticketed by health inspectors even more frequently. 
Believe it or not, carts selling cooked food must have sinks and plumbing, with hot and cold running water for hand washing. As for bathrooms, 
vendors use the facilities at nearby stores and delis. 

I hope you will give street falafel another chance, Annette — it is one of the simple pleasures of life in New York City. In many ways, street food is safer than 
food at restaurants because you can “peer into the kitchen” and judge for yourself whether the cart looks clean. Of course, you can also look at the lines and 
ask your fellow customers.
